GERMAN MINES TEAR 
RUSSIANS TO PIECES.

IN WISCONSIN. 


EMANUEL L. PHILIPP, OLD GUARD 
REPUBLACAN, TAKES SEAT. 


MADISON (Wis.) Jan. 3.—Wiscon- 
sin ig to have a new Governor. One 
week from Wednesday the 1915 Leg- 
islature will meet, and then wil! begin 
a two-year game of politics for the

When Emanvel L. Philipp is in- 
augurated tomorfow, Wisconsin will 
for the first time in a dozen years, 
have a Governor who is not of the 
LaFollette Progressive type.

MeGovern, retiring executive, de- 
feated by a LaFollette merger with 
the Democrats for the United States 
Senatorship, will be In the race again. 
In the State Capitol, Gov. Philipp 
will be eurrounded with McGovern or 
LaFollette adherents, everyone s#triv- 
ing to secure some political advant- 
age in the 1916 race for the Senator- 
ship. WLegisiature is tripartite 
alec. If MeGovern had been elected 
to the Senate in November, 
course would have been simple, for 
the McGovern men would have 
worked with him to defeat LaFol- 
lette.

the Boston Museum of Fine Arts 
means to do all he can within rea- 
sonable bounds to popularize that 
splendid public institution and ‘to 
make ite appeal to the city’s cosmo- 
politan population as broad and earn- 
est as possible. All must concur in 
the new president's expressed view 
that in general the alm of a museum 
ought to be to bring the institution

wage-earners and the rank and file 
of the people, as well as for connvis- 
seurs. 

’ During recent years there has been 
manifested a more obvious desire on 
the part of officers in charge of public 
Institutions of an educational charac- 
ter to broaden their sphere of useful- 
ness. The evident purpose is one of 
the most wholesome and democratic 
signs of the times. What has been 
said of art museums applies with 
equal force to public libraries. Not 
ao Very Mary years ago jt waa not so 
eary to get a book from a public li- 
brary as it is today. A timid-hearted 
boy was almost expected to produce 
a certificate of good eharacter, to 
stand a more or less severe catechie- 
ing as to why he desired the volume, 
and to «ive a bond for its safe return 
before he could carry it away with 
him. And then he was required to 
take it almost in the manner in which 
he traded jacknives, “unsight and un- 
seen,’ since he was not ajlowed to 
handle the book until the negotiation 
was completed, and according to the 
rules governing the taking out ofbooks, 
he would not be allowed another vol-

CALIFORNIA REDWOOD. | 


Has Unsuspected Acid Resisting 
Qualities and is Invaluable in Cop- 
per-Extraction Plants. 

{Engineering and Mining Journal: } 


California redwood is a remarkable W. 


material. It is a wood that is ob- 
tainable in large boards, is straight 
Strained, free from knots, is easily 
worked, being soft, and yet it Is tough 


and dwvrable. For the manufacture 
of tanks, rectangular and round, it 
is the ideal wood, and it has been ex- 
tensively used for them in the cyanide 
process and =in. ore-concentrating 
mills. Lately it has been finding wide 
employment also in copper-extraction 
Piants. 

Apropos of the last use, Lawrence 
Addicks, who is certainly an authority, 
recéntiy made an interesting remark 
in a technical meeting. Mr. Addicks 
lately changed from running a great 
copper refinery, near New York, to 
the direction of a copper-extraction 
plant at Douglas, Ariz. He said: 

“There are two questions I want 
to ask. One ia regarding the ap- 
parentiy remarkable wood in the West, 
which seems to withstand the acid 
liquors. T am used in all my experi- 
ences in electrolytic work in the Haat 
to see wood, after an exposure to sui- 
phuric acid. reduced to a soft char- 
coal through which you can poke 
your finger. If redwood will with- 
Stand acid to the extent which my 
brief observation Indicates, I do not 
see that there is any problem entail- 
ing the use of asphalt mixtures and 
other protective coatings for this 
work.” 

Other observers have been equally 
amazed when beholding the unlined 
redwood tanks at Butte, Mont., and 
elsewhere filled with acid liquor and 
apparently unaffected after prolonged 
use. It would be interesting to have 
a scientific explanation of the un- 
doubted resistivity 
this respect.

Prelate of War Zone Behind 
“The Times” Plan. 


Work to Bring Little Ones 
Here Succeeding. 


Need for Movement Clearly 
Observed Abroad. 


A cablegram received by The Times 
last night from Charles N. Wheeler, 
special commissioner of this news- 
paper and the Chicago Tribune, who 
was sent to Belgium a month ago to 
arrange for the bringing of a large 
number of the suffering war orphans 
to this country, stated that his efforts 
are meeting with success. Cardinal 
Mercier, Catholic prelate of Belgium, 
has become deeply interested in the 
project and will call a meeting of all 
the bishops in that stricken country 
to co-operate with the two newspa- 
pers in their plan for the relief of 
the child victims of the great strug- 
gle. 

Mr. Wheeler's message will be a 
source of good cheer to the many 
hundreds of people in Southern Cali- 
fornia and other parts of the United 
States who have made application for 
one or more of the orphans. It will 
serve a8 an answer to the numerous 
inquiries made of The Times during 
the past two weeks concerning the 
progress of the humanitarian move- 
ment. No indication is given by the 
commissioner as to when the plans 
will be completed but that he is mak- 
ing progress will be encouragement

THE MESSAGE. 


Following is Mr. Wheeler's cable- 
— under London date of yester- 
ay: 

“After meeting and overcoming 
many obstacles In my work of mak- 
ing preliminary arrangements for the 
bringing of some of the war orphans 
of Belgium to the United States to 
be placed in good American homes 
through the. direction of The Los A: . 
geles Timesandthe Chicago Tribune, 
TI am at last making progress. Car- 
dinal Mercier, the Catholic prelate of 
Belgium, will call a meeting of all 
the bishops in that war-torn country 
to take action looking toward the suc- 
cess of this big undertaking. The 
only thing that might prevent this 
meeting is the possibility of inter- 
‘ference by the German military 
authorities, 
“The need for this movement was 
clearly demonstrated by a visit to the 
city of Malines, which is crowded 
with homeless and destitute children | 
whose parents are attempting to keep 
their families intact and trying to 
feed them in the midst of the utmost 
poverty and in the face of starvation. 

“These iittie sufferers of the great 
war swarmed around me when they 
saw that I was an American and 
begged for pennies. The crush of 
their bodies soon became so dense 
that one was forced to push himself 
through them. 

“In all of the cities of Belgium 
which I visited similar scenes were 
enacted. The women of the country 
are broken with sorrow and the men 
are resentful and on all sides there 
are bitter mutterings of awful hatred 
toward the Germans. 

“In the refugee camps in Holland, 
where the little neighbor country is 
trying to care for all the homeless 
Belgians it possibly can, the 
are equally heartrending. Man 
the men and women have lost their 
reason because of the suffering and 
losses they have undergone and many 
of them are now blaspheming God. 
Many times the cry has gone up in 
these camps: ‘He is not a just God; 
away with such a God.’ 

“The full extent of the losses of 
Belgium is unknown to even Car- 
dinal Mercier himself. There are cer- 
tain places in the country to which 
he is not admitted and in others his 
passage is restricted and governed by 
the permits which he must obtain 
from the German military authorities 
the same as any other civilian. 

TERRIBLE CONDITIONS. 

“Malines, his own city, is in ruins. 
The water supply is polluted, the 
food is gone, thousands are idle, 
there is much sickness and over all 
there is the fear of even greater 
losses as the result of an insurrection 
to which the natives may turn = 5 
result of their privations. No l- 
gians are permitted to leave the city 
by the military governor. 

“Tre Cardinal hag suffered alike 
with his people. His own palace and 
the historic cathed®al at Malines have 
been greatly damaged by the bom- 
bardment. The throne room was 
wrecked and the gardens of the pal- 
ace were plowed deeply with the 
marks of the exploding German 
shells. 

“When I left Malines there had 
been no bread in the city for three 
days, but the American relief ship 
with a cargo of wheat had reached

“The difficulty of getting informa- 
tion in or out of Belgium practically 
isolates Cardinal Mercier. He had 
heard nothing from the outside 
world for weeks before I arrived 
there. 

“This great soul is idolized by the 
people for the work he is doing to 
help make their condition less ter- 
rible. His labors of constant watch- 
ing over his flock, caring for them 
night and day with barely a stop to 
eat and with little thought for sleep, 
have begun to tell upon his six feet 
two inches of strength, and he has 
aged greatly in the few weeks in 
which I have known him. 

“Cardinal Mercier is careful not to 
offend the Germans in his labor and 
adheres strictly to the military regu- 
lations. He does not complain of 
the ravages which his country has 
undergone, but raises his face sorrow- 
fully toward Heaven when the de- 
struction of the once beautiful cities 
of Alost, Aerschot, Louvain, Dinant,

What a 
privilege given it! What an incentive 
to present the life as a tablet for the 
Master to inscribe!”

Dean MacCormick at St. Paul's Pro-

subject, “The New 1915 Model.” Sec- 
ond Cor. v:9. “We make it our aim 
to be well pleasing to Him.”

“It is easy to see how such a text 
of scripture should be one of the most 
popular and at the same time one of 
the most unpopular in the whole com- 
pass of the sacred writing. 

“If you omit the last two words it 
describes in one relationship or an- 
other what most of us are trying to 
do.

But if 
you add these last two words you 
enunciate a proposition that is dis- 
tasteful to the popular mind and is

“That is the alm which I invite you 
to take for that constitutes for all of 
us and for all the world the new

“Now as a general statement this 
scripture fails to make any deep or 
permanent impression. Let me try 
and state it directly and personally. 
First, we are to be well pleasing to Htm 
in thought. That, perhaps, is the most 
important consideration of all. That 
is the fountain head, and if that is 
pure and right ail else must be well. 
It is so easy to offend in thought. It 
is where the world cannot detect it. 
They can judge what I do. They can 
analyze and weigh the words that I 
utter. But the realms of thought is 
beyond them. Into that interior life 
they cannot penetrate, thence the dlf- 
ficulty of maintaining our standard 
there as we do in the other relation- 
ships of life. 

“We ean only be well pleasing to 
Him as we strive to bring all our 
thoughts into captivity to Christ. -Sec- 
ond, we are to be well pleasing to Him 
in word. That is, we must be kind 
and gentle in the words we utter, 
when the temptation comes to us to 
repeat some delicious piece of gossip. 
We must put it from us. When the 
impulse takes possession of us to say 
some bitter or biting thing we must 
crush it. When, in some moment of 
passion, we are moved to take the 
name that is above every name lightly 
or irreverentlyY upon our lips we must 
 habituate ourselves to the kingly prin- 
ciple of self-control. Let us remember 
and repeat this prayer. Let the words. 
of my life be always acceptable in thy 
sight, O Lord, my strength and my 
Redeemer. Then, last of all, we must. 
be well pleasing to Him in deed. This 
life must not be fruitless. It must not 
be all beautiful ideas and iofty prin- 
ciples. Our faith must fulfill itself in 
work. The kingdom of God is a work- 
shop, and the great Master has given 
to every one of us His work. This is 


you.”

THAT REPRESENT RUIN. 

Dr. Charles Edward lgocke at the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church last 
evening spoke on the subject, “Seme 
California Scarecrows. What Shall 
We Do With Them When They Do 
Not Scare.” His text was, “Can we 
find such a one as this is, a man in 
whom the spirit of God is?” Genesis 
41:38. He said in part: 

“Sometime since in passing through 
one of fair California's .most fruit- 
ful valleys I saw a most ingenious and 
ludicrous scarecrow. But as I be- 
held the ridiculous think and smiled 
alas, it proved so poor a success as 
@ scarecrow that a perfect cloud of 
crows swept down upon the field; they 
rested upon the head and arms of the 
thing. 

“In our social, political and re- 
ligious affairs today there are marvel- 
ous possibilities. But there are many 
destroying agencies, crows, cormor- 
ants, vultures, buzzards, scavengers, 
Dirds and beasts of prey, parasites, 
grafters, hypocrites, libertines, tra- 
ducers, and ‘murderers. There are 
many ingenious devices to drive away 
these marauders. We have laws and 
prisons, and policemen, judges, courts, 
penalties, schools, churches, school 
teachers, and clergy and newspapers 
and editors, but notwithétanding all of 
these educational and protective agen- 
cies the enemies of virtue and 
good character have swept down upon 
our age, and vice and unbelief and 
frivolity are rampant. 

“Among these devastating influences 
is irreverence. There is danger that 
our greatest national sin shall be the 
sin of irreverence. A fall of man oc- 
curs when there is: inc of knowl- 
edge and prosperity, and a correspond- 
ing decrease in reverence. 

As 
nothing but avarice could destroy 
Sparta, so avarice unchecked can de- 
stroy America.

Horace Greeley was as truthful as he

OUR HARBOR. 


VISITS PORT PREPARATORY TO 
ADDRESS TODAY, 


After a visit to the harbor yesterday 
afternoon in company with a commit- 
tee from the Chamber of Commerce, 
John J. Barrett, president of the Pan- 
American Congress, expressed himself 
as pleased with the facilities there for 
handling maritime commerce. Mr. 
Barrett will give his impressions of 
the harbor in an address on the sub- 
ject, “Pan-American Commerce—lits 
Meaning to Los Angeles,” at a lunch- 
eon to be tendered in his honor by the 
Chamber at noon today at the Alex- 
andria. | 

Mr. Barrett arrived in Pasadena 
yesterday morning from San Diego 
where he attended the opening of the 
exposition. 

“The importance of and the oppor- 
tunities for foreign -trade cannot be 
overestimated by the people of the 
Pacific Coast of our country,” de- 


clared Mr. Barrett, at a luncheon 
yesterday at the Hotel Maryland giv- 
en by a committee from the Pasadena 
Board of Trade. Among others who 
were present included C. D. Daggett 
Charles F. Holder, Senator Frank P. 
Flint, Dr. J. H. McBride, J. B. Coul- 
ston, T. P. Lukins, Arthur Noble, 8. 
Hazzard Halstead, C. Prisk and 
Richard L.. Metcalf. 

When asked whether the opening of 
the Panama Canal will enable the 
eastern manufacturer to compete 
against the California manufacturer, 
Mr. Barrett said that he did not think 
so, because the opening of the canal 
will so materially develop the west 
coast of South America that the bus- 
iness of the whole Coast will be great- 
ly increased. 

Mr. Barrett emphasized the im- 
portance of the establishment in the 
cities of the west coast of South

H. Jevne: There is no doubt that 
the City Council has the right to re- 
strict by ordinance the happy-go- 
lucky methods of the jitney driver: in 
fact, it is the duty of our legislative 
body to get busy in the interests of the 
public. I would not urge the elimira- 
tion of the auto-busses, but I certainly 
think they ought to be regulated and 
the public should be given the first 
consideration. 

Felix J. Zeehandelaar. secretary 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation: I find myself wondering 
whether the citizen on foot has any 
rights the jitney driver is bound to 
respect. The latter pays little atten- 
tion to the amenities, rollins all over 
the street as if all rights of way were 
his to occupy as he pleased. “his is 
a dangerous condition of mind for him 
to reflect as it augurs ill for the com- 
munity. It is a situation that req iires 
checking and only by the passage of a 
drastic ordinance can this be accom- 
plished. Rigid rules and regulations, 
firmly enforced by the police, are «b- 
ligatory and due protection afforded 
the public by the compelling of each 
licensed driver to take out an adequate 
accident insurance bond. The sceoner 
that is insisted upon the better for all 
concerned, and it is a question that 
vitally concerns the entire city. 
~ James Hellman: I believe the jit- 
ney busses should be put out of com- 
mission. The way they are running 
about the streets, stopping in front of 
everybody's door, has become abso- 
lutely a nuisance.

If we are going to su e 
the street-car service with -individual 
vehicles we must require regular and 
definite service. The value of our su- 
burban properties have been estab- 
lished through our fine transportation 
facilities, If we are going to do away 
with what we have and use something 
else, we must be sure we are going to 
have as good service.

CROP REPORTS. 
[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 
WHITTIER, Jan. 3.—Picking of 


Whittier’s nayal orange crop will be- 
gin within a week, according to Man- 
ager L. A. Brundige of the Whittier 
Citrus Association. “The fruit is now 
in good condition, is well colgred, and 
is altogether high quality fruit,” said 
Mr. Brundige this evening. During 


the past two weeks the navels have 
colored up beautifully and they 
easily up to the government requir 
ment. While it is generally admitted 
that the navel crop will be much 
shorter than that of last year, it is 
the report of experts that the Whittier 
district will have a crop of splendid 
quality and a high percentage yield. 

Since the close of the Valencia ship- 
ping season, alterations and improve- 
ments have been made to the big 
packing-house of the Whittier Citrus 
Association at a cost of $10,000. A 
large basement has been made, and 
new graders have been added. The 
entire plant is brought up to the 
minute and is now in the best shape 
to handle the year’s crop in the most 
efficient and economical manner. 

Lemon picking is heavy now and 
has been heavy all through De- 
cember, from ninety to 100 men be- 
ing engaged in the picking work all 
the time. At present the association 
is shipping lemons on orders only and 
the surplus is being stored. The en- 
largement of the lemon-house last 
year now easily permits the storage of 
many cars of fruit at once. 

BLACK-EYE BEANS. 
[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

PUENTE, Jan. :3.—The immense 
crop of black-eye beans here is 
cleaned up and the great warehouse 
and recleaning plant are closed till next 
autumn. The beans, produced in thjs 
vicinity the past season, were of un- 
usually fine quality. The local crop 
was not a record-breaker in quantity, 
but about 560,000 bags have 
through the local warehouse. The 
price this year was somewhat above 
the average, ranging from $3.50 to 
$4.90 per hundred-weight. The higher 
price was due to a flurry following the 
early war scare. 

From present prospects a large 
acreage will be planted the coming 
spring and many growers are now 
giving their bean land the first plow- 
ing for the new crop. A second plow- 
ing will precede the planting in April. 

Black-eye beans are proving a popu- 
lar inter-cultwre crop with the ranch- 
men, who have planted citrus groves 
extensively in North Whittier Heights. 
The yield and returns have been satis- 
factory, but more than this, it is be- 
coming well recognized that bean cul- 
ture improves the soli. The bean 
straw is also highly valuable for tree 
mulch and for fertilizing.
